
Contest Information:  The goal of this contest is for students to learn about recycling then create 
material to be used in a local publication. Please review our tips, videos, and suggested resources posted 
online before creating your entry. Visit the contest website: 

www.FrederickCountyMD.gov/RecycleContest 

Eligibility:  Must be a Frederick County K-12 student (public, private or home school).  For judging, entries 
will be divided into four grade-level groups: K-2, 3-5, 6-8, and 9-12. 

Prizes:  If at least 100 entries are received, nine students will be selected to receive prizes.  With schools 
currently closed, we need your  help to spread the word about this fun at-home opportunity! If sufficient 
entries are submitted, we’ll award two $100 prizes in each grade-level group, and also post entries on 
Facebook for voting on an additional $100 “Community Choice” Award.  We also hope to select a number 
of entries to be published in an activity book, with selected entrants names and work featured. 

Types of Entries: The theme of the contest is “Recycle Right!”  Three types of entries are being sought; 
students may enter once in each category. (Samples of each type of entry can be found on the contest website.) 

1. Short Essays. 100 - 2,000 word essays should cover one of the following three topics: -What does 
“recycling right” mean and why does it matter?   -Why recycling is important to me.  -How recycling 
uses science and technology to work.  (Note: K-5 students should aim to write between 100 and 700 

words. Students in grades 6 - 12 should aim to write 1,000 - 2,000 words.) 

2. Line Drawings. Black-and-white artwork suitable for use as a coloring book page. Must be submitted 
on unlined 8 ½”x11” paper, in ink. Artwork should in some way depict the student’s understanding 
of the recycling process and/or its value to our community. (Do not color in the drawing! ) 

3. Learning Activities.  Crosswords, mazes, dot-to-dot art or similar activities that teach “recycling 
right” in a fun way. May be hand-drawn or digital art, black-and-white, ink only, on 8½”x 11” paper. 

How to Enter:  Digital entries are highly preferred, however, please note that only high resolution scans of 
artwork can be entered (no phone photos). Students may also mail in original hard copy entries. 

 Digital entries may be uploaded directly to the contest website (www.FrederickCountyMD.gov/
RecycleContest) along with the online entry form.  Alternatively, entries be sent as an email 
attachment and must include a pdf or scanned copy of the official contest entry form. 

 A completed entry form with parental permission must accompany each entry submitted.

 All work must be the original creation of the student; do not use images or text from other sources.

may be used, in whole or in part, for publication or promotional use. Original work will not be returned.
